The quotation by H. G. Wells, "lîuman history becomes more and more a race between 
education and catastrophe" v/as the topic of discussion at the second ASUS student-faculty dinner 
last night. .

Professor Micliael K. Oliver, of 
the Political Science départment, 
began the panel discussion by ex> 
plaining what he felt Wells-Meant 
Oliver said that Wells was stat- 
ing education to be the answer 
to all men's problems and the way 
to avoid the dlsasler the world 
is facing. 

However, he pointed out that 
'education cannot control emotion- 
al or irrational motivations, as 
shown by Hitler. He also demons- 
trated that education does not 
enable us to soIv& the hunger 
and poverty problems of the world. 

Professor Mctrakos, of the de- 
partment of Genetics, showed that 
education is a factor contribut- 
ing more and more to a future 
anihilation of the world, with

He stated that if education means 
the ability to destroy . ourselves, 
then he agrees with ;.WeUs'|sta- 
tement. If, howdver," Wells'^ineant 
education that leads "out of dark- 
ness" into a better world, then 
he disagrees, in that education is 
leading us to self-destruction. 

Professor Lambert of the De- 
partment of Psychology presented 
education as either producing or 
evading catastrophe, "ratlicr than 
racing along-side of it". He pro- 
posed that if, as in French educa- 
tion, values are instilled in the 
child early in -his social devel- 
opment, there might be ah evasion 
of catastrophe. 

Professor Pounder of the Physics 
department, gave the music and art 
of today as examples that the ge- 
neral government that should ha- 
ve come with education has bypas- 
sed us. He. agreed with the idea 
of instilling new moral values in 
children. 

"Catastrophe has two meanings", 
pointed out Professor Westly of 
Sociology. If world catastrophe is 
atomic war, then education is ir- 
relevant, because world peace will 
come through proper handling of 
power. 

If a catastrophic world is one 
in which reason plays no part, 
Westly stated, then without learn- 
ing, tiicrc can be no hope for a 
better world. 

i)r. Berrill of the Zoology de- 



partment commented that the ac- 
quisition of knowledge is perhaps 
not a good thing, as "many prob- 
lems result out of too much know- 
ledge", such as the problem of 
population explosion; 

He concluded the discussion by 
saying that a simple life, of wis- 
dom rather than knowledge, Is per- 
haps a better one. 



The student newspaper at the University of Manitoba has 
emerge'd alive but not unscathed from the recent conffict over 
its editorial policy. 

a report of a meeting in which 
the party platforms were present- 
ed. 

It stated that a sparse crowd 
witnessed what was probably the 
most thorough raking-over-the-goals 
ever suffered by a campus party 
leader in the lilstory ' of Mock 
Parliament This referred to the 
Conservative Leader who was "put 
in some difficulty." 

LIBERALS IGNORED 
"The Liberal Party was virtually 
ignored," was another stalcmcnC 
The bulk of the article concern- 
ed a statement by an NDP man, 
and the "difficulty" of the Con- 
servative leader. 

To the accusations levelled by 
the two parties which were slight- 
ed. Copy Editor Baillie Klass sta- 
ted that . the article was written 
in such a way as to arouse stud- 
ent interest in the campaigh. Poor 
attendance at the meeting promp- 
ted this action. 

She said that the ignoring of- 
the Liberal Party, and the "bad 
light" in which the Conservative 
leadtr was put, were facts. "There 
was absolutely no misrepresenta- 
tion." ' 

In lU statement, the UMSU said 
in part : "We . uphold the right 
of the editor to set out an edit- 
orial policy... It is assumed that 
in such a case, adequate space 
is to be made available for op- 
posing viewpoints. 

DEPLORE TIMINGS 
"We deplore the fact that great- 
er consideration was not given to 
the' timing of the recent edit- 
orial so as to allow the riglit 
to reply to those disagreeing with 
the editors' views. We further 
deplore the editorializing in ccr* 
tain recent news articles." 

In a letter to the UMSU, Ca- 
nadian University Press president 
Ted JohnstoQ said that a motion 
of censure could bring a "black 
mark against the name of the' 
University of Manitoba Student's 
Union." 

He said that the charter of the 
CUP declared that the .basic du* 
ties of a free student press are 
to present the varied opinions of 
the students it represents. 



The trouble began when, tlie 
Afartitoban printed an editorial 
supporting the New Democratic 
Party shortly before the elections 
for their Model Parliament The 
paper was also criticised for run- 
ning a "slanted"^ news report of 
a political meeting. 

The Manitoba Student's Union 
(similar to McGiU's SEC), which 
tiad originally planned a motion 
of censure against the lAmxiohm, 
came out with a statement sup- 
porting its editorial policy but 
deploring th^ timing of the edit- 
orial and the bias show'n in the 
news story. 

The articles provoked protests 
from the other campus parties, 
and the resignation of the paper's 
photography staff which claimed 
that the political convictions ex- 
pressed did not coincide with those 
of its members. 

The Winnipeg Free ?res& said 
that a sbc-man delegation- claim- 
ing to represent a large body 
of the students said that the cam- 
pus was in an uproar because 
of the VLan\»s>harCs backing of 
the NDP. 

' EDITORIAL 
The . editorial in question, writ- 
ten by Associate Editor Jim Lo- 
rimer, discussed the issues at hand 
and said that the New Party "of- 
fered a sincere attempt at . . . ef- 
fectively answering some of the 
problems our nation faces. 

"It represents the policies with 
which the Manitoban ' wishes to 
identify iUelf." 

In a front page editorial last 
Friday, Heather Robertson, the 
E<ditor-in-Chief, said that the edit- 
orial "was NOT an irresponsible 
one." 

"As a newspaper, the Afantto- 
ban must provide editorial com- 
ment on the current news. It is 
one of the most vital functions 
of any 'newspaper," 8l\e said. 

"If- the. Mmitoban can express 
an opinion on Canadian moral 
standards, on. free university edu- 
cation, why can it not also ex- 
press an opinion on a political 
party?" 

The alleged "biased article, ap- 
peared on November 21, and was

Aeronautics. * 

The Institute includes a study 
of certain national legislations re- 
lating to acrcnautics in its pro- 
gram. The various theories which 
have been advanced by members 
of tho legal profession respecting 
the peaceful uses of outer space 
are also considered by the seminar.

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The Limits Off Freedom 

"Freedom of the Press" is a right which every 
newspaper in a democratic country likes to believe it 
possesses. In the cose of Canadian college journals 
this right is a reality. However, it must be realized 
that the privilege of freedom carries with it certain 
responsibilities. In the current controversy at the. Uni- 
versity of Manitoba, certain of these responsibilities 
seem to have been overlooked. 

The situation was created when on the eve of a 
model parliament election, the campus newspaper, 
the Manitoban, printed an editorial supporting the 
New Democratic Party. In a later issue, after a motion 
of censure had been contemplated by the Student 
Council but then withdrawn, the editor-in-chief wrote 
a front page editorial backing up the printing of the 
original comments. We cannot condone the first ac- 
tion; but are in complete agreement with the second. 

A university newspaper, run on student money, 
is in a unique position. Although it has more scope 
than the professional press to exercise . freedom, it 
must be careful to use this asset properly. During a 
campus election,^ it does not have the right to take 
sides. It must recognize the fact that what it says 
may injustly influence' the voting. In Manitoba's cir- 
cumstances the rival political parties would seem to 
, have a valid complaint. 

On the other hand, we do not mean to imply 
that any editorial which supports one group at. the 
expense of another should be outlawed. It is merely 
a matter of timiiig. Had the editorial in question been 
written after or well before the election, then its pu- 
blication would have been part of the. editor's jour-, 
nalistic duty. 

The Manitoban felt that it "must provide edito- 
rial comment on the current news. It is one of the 
most vital functions of any newspaper." Although -we 
may disagree with their view with respect to the par- 
ticular editorial, we must condemn the Manitoba stu- 
dent council for even entertaining the thought of a 
censure. 

If freedom of the press is to be maintained on 
the university level, the level on which the ideal has 
greatest chances of success, college newspaper myst 
exist without the fear of coercion by students coun- 
cils. At McGill the Students' Society recently amend- 
ed their constitution to guarantee editorial freedom 
to the Daily, This is a sound principle which should 
be practised at every Canadian university.
